L a w and H i s Stand in' Relation to

C h arg e s of Influencing the Markets. 


Provincetow n, Mass., Aug. 21.— T he 
faying of the cornerstone of th e Cape 
Cod Pilgrim m em orial monument, h ere 
gave P resid en t Roosevelt his first op­ 
portunity of th e sum m er to b reak si­ 
lence upon public questions and the 
forty-m inute speech that he delivered 
from a platform on top of T ow n Hill 
was one of v ig r o 
T he feature of his address was his 
advocacy of a national incorporation 
law and his stand in relation to viola­ 
tors of 
the law, especially 
corp ora­ 
tions. 
H e declared th a t th e ad m in is­ 
tration would 
not w aver 
in its de­ 
term ination "to punish c e rtain m ale­ 
factors of great w ealth.’’ 
Continuing, he said: 
" T h e ir 
will be 
no change 
in the 
policy we have steadily pursued, no 
let up in the effort to secure th e hon­ 
est o b servan ce of the law, for I regard 
this con test as one to d eterm ine who 
shall rule th is governm ent— the peo­ 
ple th roug h their governm ental agents, 
ar a few' of the less and determ ined 
men w hose w ealth m akes th em p ar­ 
ticularly form idable because they hide 
behind the b reastw o rks of corporate 
organization.” 
T he president said th a t th e govern­ 
m ent would und ertak e no action of a 
vindicative n atu re and no action th at 
would inflict great or u n m erited suf­ 
fering upon innocent stockholders and 
upon the public. 
H e spoke of the charges th a t th e re 
cent depression in m ark ets w as due 
to the ad m in istratio n 's a ttitu d e tow ard 
corporations 
and declared 
th a t the 
only w ay In which th a t a ttitu d e could 
be influencing the m a rk e ts 
is in the 
i conduct of a plot on the p a rt of the 
616 Front St. Interests vchlch are being a tta ck e d to 
cause such depression in th e country 
at large as to bring discredit on the 
conduct 
of the 
g overnm ent 
in the 
m inds of th e people at large. 
He said th a t the go v ern m en t’s policy 
in Its u ltim ate analysis m e a n t "healthy 
and prosperous expansion of the bual 
ness activities of honest b usiness men 
and h on est corporations.”

Rainy River Country and Interna­ 


tional Falls as Seen on 


a Brief Visit 


COUNTRY OF VAST RESOURCES 


Water Power Unrivalled and Un­ 


limited Timber Tributary 


to Three Towns 


So many parties have asked the wirter 
in the few days since his return from 
the International Falls country as to 
his impressions thereof that it seems 
probable that a few observations re­ 
garding the country might be interest­ 
ing. 
International Falls is a new town, 
though it was platted several years 
ago. 
It is only since the Canadian 
Northern reached Fort Frances, just 
across the Rainy river, four years ago, 
that it has made any progress. 
The 
size of the town varies, according to 
who tells you the population. 
If you 
hear it on this side of the river it is 
I,500. 
If you hear it at Fort Frances, 
or at Big Falls, it is about half that. 
The town lays well up above the river, 
and thoughof somewhat muddy surface, 
as is almost always the case of newly 
cleared and undrained places, it is sus 
c?ptibleof good drainage. 
The town has two banks and three 
newspapers and is supplied with about 
a corresponding number of other busi 
ness houses. 
The high price at which 
the town site company has held lots 
has checked the usual tendency to 
overdo new town and all business men 
report good business. 
The Minnesota 
& International railroad has its tracks 
within about six miles of the town and 
will be in there probably before the first 
of September. 
The site of the depot 
was being cleared last week. 
Yards 
aud terminal buildings will also be put 
i I at once. 
There have been some temporary 
hitches between the contractors and 
the owners of the big water power and 
the work on the dam has been tem ­ 
porarily discontinued, but it is said by 
those in a position to know that it will 
be resumed within a fortnight. 
This 
water power is one of the greatest in 
the western continent, and will de­ 
velop. it is said 50,000 horse power. 
It 
has an inexhaustible 
reservoir, the 
Rainy lake, which is said to have more 
than enough shore line to equal the cir­ 
cumference of the world, and contains 
II,000 islands. 
With this developed 
and utilized with manufactories there 
should be a large city grow up in a 
very few years comparatively speak­ 
ing. 
It is said that there will be sev­ 
eral large mills and factories, including 
an immense paper mill and two pulp 
mills put in as soon as the dam is com­ 
pleted. 
Fort Frances, Ont., is just across the 
aver and is at present the largest town 
if the two, in point of residences, 
[though having no more business, ap­ 
parently. 
It is an old place, having 
>een settled by the Hudson Bay com- 
>any, which established a post there in 
Ithe sixties of last century and whose 
lid buildings are some of them still 
standing. 
It is a town of probably 
,500 to 2,000 and has many handsome 
•esidences. 
The citizens of that town 
tssert that it will be the coming me­ 
tropolis, but the Yankees of Interna­ 
tional Falls will not concede that for a 
linute. 
The town of Ramer, where the Du­ 
luth & Rainy River railroad crosses the 
fiver, is two and one half miles above 
international Falls. 
It is beautifully 
located on a point between the Rainy 
■iver and Rainy lake and is certainly 
lestined to become one of the leading 


summer resorts of the United States. 
Hor they will be the gateway of the 
Rainy lake country. 
We say they, be­ 
cause, but for the boundary the three 
towns must eventually become one city. 
In fact there is quite a settlement at 
Jameson’s addition 
to International 
Falls, which is just about half way be- 
teen that town and Ranier. 
As to the country surrounding the 
towns, the only view of it was obtained 
from the decks of the steamer Itasca, 
which plied between that town and 
Little Fork. 
The distance by the rail­ 
road will be thirteen miles, yet by the 
river, down the Little Fork and up the 
Rainy rivers it is 33 miles. 
Along the 
streams it is thickly timbered with 
medium sized, birch, poplar, elm and 
sometimes 
tamarack 
and 
fir. 
The 
banks along the river are from ten to 
twenty feet in heighth and there is lit­ 
tle indication at the river of the swampy 
conditions said to exist in the interior. 
This part of the country is said to be 
very swampy, and it certainly is be­ 
tween Littlefork and Big Falls. 
It is 
all, however, susceptible of drainage 
and State Drainage Engineer Ralph

Any­ 
one contemplating a change of location 
will do well to visit that country be­ 
fore locating. 
There are going to be 
several good small towns on both the 
railroads and the man who is on the 
ground first in each town with a gen­ 
eral store will make a killing as there 
Will be no expense to speak of and 
prices are high and money much more 
plentiful than in most new countries.
